ABSTRACT 


A flexible flat cable connector providing reliable 
incorporation between a clamping member and a socket, having 
a clamping member to hold the coupling end of the cable in posit ion 
before the clamping member to be inserted into a socket with 
the latter serving as the main portion of plug-in and plug-out 
of the entire connector; a locking plate protruding toward the 
socket being each axially provided on both sides of the clamping 
member; a hooking portion being provided on the front end of 
the locking plate protruding from the socket; a spring tongue 
provided on the other end of the locking plate to compress 
the socket . 
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
